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Wf.  have  seen,  with  special  pleasure,  an  increasing  spirit  of 
y.eal  and  activity  in  the  cause  of  this  Society,  becoming  manifest 
in  the  Western  and  South- Western  States.  In  several  of  these 
States,  motives  of  interest  as  well  as  of  benevolence,  urge  to 
the  promotion  of  the  objects  of  the  Society,  and  will  doubtless 
secure  for  them  general  and  liberal  support.  We  have  now 
before  us,  the  Southern  Advocate,  published  at  Huntsville,  Al- 
abama, containing  the  proceedings  of  the  La  Grange  Coloniza- 
tion Society,  and  the  valuable  Address  delivered  before  it,  by 
its  President,  the  Rev.  Daniel  P.  Bestor,  on  the  3d  of  May. 
The  Kditor  of  the  Advocate  observes  : 

"We  have.no  intention  of  adding  any  remarks  upon  the  use- 
fulness of  the  institution,  to  explain  which  is  the  object  of  Mr. 
Bestor's  Address.  As  it  is  a  subject  of  concern  throughout  the 
limits  of  the  United  States,  and  of  peculiar  interest  to  the  peo- 
|)le  of  the  soutli,  we  may  fairly  presume  that  most  men  have  be- 
stowed some  attention  upon  it.  Those  who  have  not,  and  also 
those  who  have,  may  here  be  instructed — may  here  have  their 
own  reflections  improved.  AN  e  will  conclude  this  brief  notice 
witli  an  earnest  recjuest  that  our  readers  will  occasionally  turn 
tiieir  thoughts  to  the  ci»nsideration  of  ilu-  nbjects  of  societies 
which  7naij  in  future  be  (d"  iii'jiiicntKUS  coiisei|uence,  and  will 
perhaps  one  day  exert  a  powerful  rtiduen'e  upon  the  moral  »  oii- 
'lition  of  our  c'iMritr> . 
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The  Address  of  Mr.  liostor  is  a  concise  and  vigorous  appeal 
in  behalf  of  llie  cause  of  African  Colonization.  It  cannot  fail  to 
be  read  with  interest,  and  to  awaken  the  public  to  a  sense  of  the 
magnitude,  practiiablcness  and  utility  of  the  design  which  it 
was  intended  to  advance.  Some  passages  in  tliis  Address  art 
truly  eloquent. 

"Tills  Colony  is  gaining  favour  with  tlie  people  and  its  patronage  is  in 
creasing.  The  legislatures  of  more  than  lialfofthe  states  have  express 
eJ  their  approbation  of  its  operations,  and  several  of  them  have  recom 
mended  it  to  tlie  patronage  of  the  general  government.  Virginia  and 
Maryland  have  given  the  society  their  pecuniary  aid. 

"Many  slave-holders  are  in  this  house.  1  would  direct  their  attention 
particularly  to  the  last  mentioned  fact,  showing  that  these  two  states  do 
not  consider  the  society,  as  carrying  on  any  operations,  detrimental  to 
their  interest. 

"Great  things  are  accomplished  slowly.  Liberia  has  advanced  more  ra- 
pidly tlian  did  our  infant  Colonies  llaleigh  first  attempted  a  settlement 
on  our  eastern  border.  His  mind,  thougli  filled  with  poetic  images,  con- 
tained none  so  briglit  us  the  history  of  our  country.  Had  the  Genius  of 
Nuse  river  informed  him,  tluat  far  towards  its  source,  at  a  town  bearing  his 
name,  would  meet  the  Legislature  of  a  Republic,  dispersing  protection 
and  liberty  over  a  territory  nearly  as  ample  as  England,  and  that  this 
would  be  but  one  of  twenty-four  confederated  states,  stretching  from  St. 
Croix  river  to  cape  Florida,  and  reaching  far,  far  into  the  west;  sublime 
in  peace;  terrible  in  war;  and  looking  defiance  on  all  that  is  beyond  the 
Atlantic,  he  would  have  pronounced  insipid  all  he  had  before  conceived. 
It  is  to  say  then,  what  has  been,  may  be  again,  when  we  say,  that  this  co- 
lony may  stretch  from  Sahara  to  Congo,  may  follow  the  course  of  the  Ni- 
ger, may  borrow  our  institutions,  and  that  our  Republic  may  see,  as  in  a 
mirror,  her  own  image  beyond  the  Atlantic. 

"When  we  shall  have  left  all  earthly  scenes,  then  tlie  inhabitants  of  Li- 
beria will  trace  the  history  of  the  American  Colonization  Society,  down  to 
their  own  greatness,  as  we  ti-ace  the  history  of  our  own  countrj'  from  the 
settlers  of  Jamestown  and  the  pilgrims  of  Plymouth,  or  as  we  follow  the 
Tennessee  from  its  cave  in  Virginia,  strengthening  as  it  moves,  until  deep, 
and  clear,  and  strong,  it  passes  before  our  own  eyes,  amidst  the  beauty 
and  ferlility  of  our  own  valley." 

The  following  extract  is  beautiful  aiul  impressive.  Mr.  Bes- 
lor  spciiks  of  the  number  of  the  Free  People  of  Colour,  and  of 
their  detruded  condition,  and  of  tlie  entire  practicableness  of 
traus|iorting  yeaily  to  Ijiberia,  a  number  e(|ual  to  the  annual 
increase.     This  increase  is  ))robably  from  J  to  7  thousand,  and 
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llie  cx[)ensc  of  their  ivMuoval  wouM  be  ahitiit  SIOO,Ot)().  lit; 
tlieri  moritii)ns  tlio  rapul  increase  ol  tlie  slave  p()|nila(iiii\  and  the 
alarniiiiij  coiiseqiieiuos  to  he  expected  iVoin  tlie  uik  hecked  |)ro- 
gress  of  tliis  class  of  our  popiilalion.      Hi*  (lien  adds: 

"If  the  Colonization  Socict)'  had  the  ineuns  of  traiis[)()rtati()n,  it  is  proba- 
ble tliat  at  no  distant  period  it  would  have  ollcrH  of  a  number  of  colonists 
from  the  free  blacks,  and  from  slave-holders,  equal  to  half  the  increase  of 
the  coloured  population  amonjj  us.  Tocarr}-  this  number  to  Africa  would 
cost  annually  half  a  million  of  ilollars.  A  sum  less  than  one-fortieth  of 
ihe  revenue  of  these  states;  less  tl>an  one-lwcntieth  of  the  sinking  fund, 
uid  only  one-half  of  what  is  spent  for  tlie  increase  of  the  Navy.  Were 
this  sum  spent  in  tliis  cause  it  would  not  be  fell  by  tliis  nation,  and  would 
produce  a  good  wliich  could  not  be  estimated.  Other  calcidations  could 
be  made  either  larger  or  smaller.  Any  plan  which  carries  away  part  of  our 
coloured  population,  would  give  the  increase  of  the  whites  a  proportion- 
al advantage,  and  therefore  would  produce  a  permanent  good,  would  de- 
crease the  probabilities  of  future  collision,  and  would  calm  tlic  apprehen- 
sions of  all. 

"Dut  I  will  appeal  to  a  better  principle — your  benevolence.  Those 
coloured  people  for  whom  your  society  was  formed,  are  declared  to  be 
free.  Vet  all  those  paths  leading  to  the  richer  places  of  profit,  are  closed 
against  them.  They  feel  that  it  is  as  impossible  to  contend  with  the  whites 
for  distinction  and  respectability,  as  it  is  to  contend  with  them  for  delica- 
cy of  skin  and  of  features.  The  breath  of  opinion  poisons  all  tlieir  efforts. 
What  motive  can  prompt  such  to  honourable  actions^  What  inducement 
has  the  female  to  assume  the  dignity  of  her  sex^  IJigorouslaws  have  been 
enacted  in  some  states,  to  prevent  their  admission  and  in  others  to  pro- 
duce their  expulsion  Behold  what  scenes  are  now  passing  in  relation  to 
coloured  people  north  of  the  Ohio.  These  thin[:;'s  induce  us  to  say  that 
they  call  more  lourlly  for  our  sympathy,  than  their  brethren  in  bondage. 
In  Liberia  their  colour  will  no  longer  murk  them  as  objects  of  cor.tempt. 
They  will  meet  all  their  fellow  beings  upon  one  arena.  The  pulpit,  th« 
bar,  and  the  legislative  hall  will  invite  them  to  distinction  and  honour. — 
And  Mr.  President,  were  1  occupying  the  place  behind  you,  where  I  fre- 
;iiently  stand,  I  could  find  an  argument  in  relation  to  their  moral  and 
their  final  condition,  which  slu)uld  influence  every  lover  of  our  revealed 
religion. 

"(jf  the  whole  continent  of  Africa,  we  know  little  more  than  its  outline. 
On  examining  its  coast  we  find  a  few  spots  of  civilized  lifL-.  Like  the  stars 
of  night  they  cannot  drive  away  the  pervading  darkness,  they  cannot  en- 
lighten the  path  of  the  traveller,  into  the  interior  amidst  savage  beasts  and 
more  dangerous  men.  Th«  Colonization  Society  holds  up  the  practicablf- 
and  interesting  prospects  of  spreading  civilization  over  the  fertile  regiou"; 
"■ifliii^  ptrtofon*-  ;rlob?.     XVho  that  knou  =;  tlic  hislorj'  of    hi<!ov.  n  coimlvv 
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ran  rcgaid  it  extraiagaiit  to  believe  that,  her  forests  may  be  converted  in- 
to frtiitfiil  fields,  that  lier  Senegal,  her(iambift,  and  her  Niger  may  be  lined 
with  a  busy  population,  and  adorned  with  wliatever  swims  down  our  river 
or  proudly  stems  its  current. 

"Christianity  will  beautify  Africa,  so  far  as  civilization  enlightens  it. — 
All  the  pious  and  the  lioly,  as  tiiey  look  towards  the  Pagan  world  with  anx- 
iety, or  as  they  devise  means  to  extend  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen,  may 
look  tow'iirds  our  Society  as  one  worthy  of  their  benediction  and  aid. 
Mahometanlsm  rules  in  the  north  of  this  country  and  traverses  her  Deserts. 
Pag'  s  and  cannibals  worship  in  her  forests  and  in  her  groves. —  Abyssin- 
ia near  her  eastern  sliore,  is  dimly  lighted  by  the  sun  of  Uighteousness. 
Chris'ianity  will  spread  with  the  influence  of  our  Society;  throwing  down 
idols,  stopping  the  blood  of  human  victims,  driving  the  slave  ship  from 
the  coast,  and  erecting  the  temple  of  instruction  and  peace. 

"Tlie  same  Ocean  that  bore  the  slave  to  America,  will  bear  his  descend- 
ants to  his  native  soil.  The  wind  from  th  s  land  of  lil)erty  will  swell  the  sails. 
The  spirit  of  Africa,  who  has  sat,  in  solitary  grandeur,  amidst  her  own 
forests  and  deserts,  will  feel  her  own  wounds  heal,  and  her  bosom  swell 
M'ith  forgiveness  towards  the  oppressors  of  her  children; — will  feel  her 
heart  glow  with  gratitude  at  the  gift  of  that  volume,  which  points  to  free- 
dom beyond  this  stage  of  existence.  She  will  feel  a  return  of  more  than 
Egyptian  greatness,  or  Carlhagenian  glory. 

♦'(.ientltinen:  1  am  fully  persuaded  that  you  will  not  yield  to  prejudice, 
that  you  can  oppose  error,  and  that  you  are  capable  of  forming  opinions 
in  accordance  with  the  truths  presented,  and  of  acting  accordingly." 

^^'e  have  just  received  two  numbers  of  the  Political  Clarion, 
a  paper  publislied  in  Connersvillc,  Indiana,  and  we  arc  glad 
to  perceive  that  the  Editor  enters  with  j^lowiiig  zeal  and  charity, 
into  the  causcof  our  Institution.  In  a  very  interesting  notice 
of  the  Liberia  Herald,  he  expresses  his  attachment  to  the  enter- 
prise (tf  this  Society,  in  language  which  (h)es  honour  to  his  feel- 
ings, his  talents,  and  his  judgment,  ^^'e  give  tlie  following 
short  quotation. 

•'It  would  be  interesting  to  dwell  minutely  upon  the  brief,  though 
eventful  history  of  this  young  and  flourishing  Colony,  which  has  sprung 
up  as  it  were  by  enchantment  in  a  distant  and  barbarous  land.  For  if 
ever  the  guardian  care  of  a  kind  and  protecting  Providence  was  manifested 
in  the  planting  of  a  Colony — we  have  here  an  instance;  though  they  had 
struggles,  though  some  valu.able  lives  have  purchased  what  they  now  en- 
joy— yet  their  mirncvdous  success,  and  early  prosperit}',  is  without  a  paral- 
lel in  the  ann.als  of  colonization.  Let  the  germ  from  whence  wc  ourselves 
sprung — the  first  and  desperate  attempts  of  our  fathers  to  make  a  stand 
\n  the  New  AVorld,  be  remembered.  Colonies  wei'e  planted  and  massa- 
'•rerd  by  the  savages.  J 'clonics  were  pLuted  and  fell  tlie  victinis  of  famine. 
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Colonies  were  plantcil,  niul  perislird  in  the  dcptli  o(  w  ii\tfr.  rolonies 
werp  planted  :unl  swept  nwav  by  tlie  diRcajcB  of  summer.  Colonics  were 
planted  and  never  heard  of  more.  Bnt  they  persevered;  .and  at  lengtli  tliC 
"(cions  of  civlhzation  found  their  conj^enial  soil,  and  the  "wildcrncsfj  l)los- 
somed  like  the  rose."  They  reared  the  temple  of  I/ibcrty,  and  wc  will  hope 
that  its  base  is  steadfast  as  earth's  foundations — that  its  pinnacle  is  linked 
wiih  eternity, 

"^^'e  know  of  no  cause,  in  wliicli  the  lovers  of  mankind,  the  patriot, 
and  the  christian  can  embark,  with  surer  and  more  brilliant  prospects  of 
success,  tlian  in  the  cause  of  the  Colonization  of  the  Free  Dlacks  of  our 
country,  on  the  coast  of  Africa.  The  phdanthropist  and  the  christian 
may  find  in  that  section  of  Africa,  in  which  this  infant  Colony  is  located — 
fifty  millions  of  imniortal  beinps  as  wild  a.s  the  forests  they  inhabit — wliere 
the  slave  trade  sweeps  annuail}-  into  captivity  its  unnumbered  thousands — 
where  all  the  horrors  of  savag'e  warfare  are  perpetual.  In  this  benig-hted 
land  a  beacon  fire  is  now  blazing,  which  must  eventually  dispel  tlie  gloom 
of  pag'anlsm,  and  make  her  deserts  glad  with  the  sentiments  of  a  better 
nature  " 

The  Boston  Courier  in  a  orief  notice  of  the  Thirteenth  An 
nual  Ilepo'rt  of  our  Society,  expresses  its  belief  that  some  othei 
motive  than  "pure  philanthropy  must  be  brought  into  oper.ition, 
before  tlic  people  of  tliis  country  can  be  brought  to  act  unitedly 
in  the  work,  and  is  decidedly  of  opinion  that  the  magnitude  of 
the  work  will  forever  set  at  defiance  all  partial  attempts  to  effect 
ihe  consummation  desired."  AVe  agree  with  tlie  Courier,  that 
every  motive  which  can  be  presented,  should  be  urged  upon  the 
public  to  secure  united  and  even  national  effort  in  this  great 
cause.  MVc  do  not  believe,  however,  that  all  men  always  act  from 
selG«h  motives.  We  would  rejoice  with  the  Courier,  to  show  to 
leading  individuals  in  the  country  and  to  the  nation  itself,  that 
private  and  public  interests  are  to  be  promoted  by  this  scheme: 
but  wc  would,  at  the  same  time,  appeal  to  the  moral  sentiments 
of  the  American  people  with  confidence.  Has  not  the  moral  sense 
of  the  United  States,  of  England,  and  of  the  Christian  world 
been  made  alive  to  the  enormities  and  cruelties  of  the  slave 
trade;  and  does  not  the  suppression  of  this  traffic  do  honour  t« 
the  principle  of  morality  and  duty  in  the  mind  of  Christendom: 
noes  the  Courier  think  that  those  who  iiave  done  most  lor  Afri- 
can Colonisation  have  been  governed  principally  by  mntives  ol 
interest?  For  our  own  part,  we  look  to  the  principles  of  justice, 
* '>f  charity,  of  religion  in  the  heailsof  our  countrvmen  as  thi 
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surest  auxiliaiies  and  firmest  supports  of  the  design  of  our 
Socictv.  AN'e  tliiiik,  howover,  that  the  subject  mentioned  in 
the  following  extract  from  the  Courier  has  been  too  much 
neglected. 

"We  submit  this  remark  in  reference  to  the  operations  of  the  Coloniza- 
tion Society,  beca^ise  we  apj)rehenJ  that  tlie  importance  of  establishing  x 
Colony  of  Coloured  People  on  the  Coast  of  Africa,  an  an  Auxiliary  to  our 
commerce,  might  be  dwelt  upon  and  enforced  with  much  more  ability  and 
with  greater  hopes  of  success  than  it  has  hitlicrto  been.  We  are  not,  ourself, 
prepared  to  urge  this  point,  for  we  are  not  in  possession  of  facti  and  docu- 
ments to  enable  us  to  do  more  than  others  have  done,  even  if  wc  had  the 
power  to  present  them  in  a  stronger  light.  We  only  wisii  to  suggest  for 
the  consideration  of  those  whose  time,  information  and  ability  qualify  them 
for  the  task,  whether  the  commercial  advantages  to  be  derived  from  the 
Colony  might  not  be  considered  as  an  equivalent,  for  any  expenditure  of 
money  whicii  might  be  required  for  tlie  removal  of  such  numbers  of  onf 
black  population  as  would  sensibly  diminish  that  population  licre  and  in- 
crease the  number  of  Colonists  to  a  degree  that  sliould  afford  a  tolerable 
prospect  of  its  strength  and  respectability." 

The  Religious  Hkrald  of  liic/nnond,  Va.  wluth  at  all 
times  evinced  a  very  deep  and  friendly  interest  in  the  aflairs  of 
cur  Society,  under  date  of -the  25th  of  June,  contains  a  very 
sensible  and  judicious  article,  a  part  of  which  we  are  happy  to 
transfer  to  our  pages.  We  wisii  that  its  example  may  be  imi- 
tated by  all  the  Editors  in  the  land.  IIow  easily  might  this  na- 
tion be  brought,  universally,  to  look  with  favour  upon  the  plan? 
of  the  Coloni/.ation  Society,  and  to  give  to  them  the  most  eftoct- 
ual  aid,  did  tlic  press  bring  tlieir  importance  and  benevolence, 
as  it  should  do,  clearly  and  repeatedly  before  the  minds  of  the 
community  I  AVc  call  upon  Editors  then  no  longer  to  be  silent 
on  this  subject,  but  to  apply  themselves  to  it  as  to  a  matter  of 
far  hi'dier  concern  to  our  national  character  and  national  in- 
terest, than  the  thousand  topics  of  party  warfare  which  are  con- 
stantly thrown  out,  alike  detrimental  to  the  moral  welfare  of 
the  people  and  to  our  honour  in  the  opinion  of  mankind.  We 
here  give  a  valuable  extract  from  the  article  which  we  have  just 
mentioned. 

"Jealousies  and  icars  liave  been  entertained  by  many  respectable  indl- 
vlduah  in  the  Southern  States,  in  regard  to  the  course  and  objects  of  the 
Colonization  Society.  11  is  a  gratifying  circumstance,  tliat  owing  to  the 
■A  ise  and  prudent  cotirSe  pUrstled  by  (lie  Americ'an  Colortlztition  Societyj 
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these  fears  and  prtjiidiccs  arc  duiiy  subsidinp.  Tlie  great  object  of  the 
Society  is,  to  remove  the  free  coloiircil  population  of  our  country  wltli 
ilieir  own  consent,  to  Africa;  and  also  such  slaves  us  may  he  olTcred  by 
iheir  owners,  for  this  purpose. 

"That  this  object  is  a  noble  and  philanthropic  one,  few  acquainted  with 
the  condition  of  the  slave-holding  states  will  be  disposed  to  deny.  That 
the  free  coloured  population,  of  our  country  is  a  great  and  constantly  in- 
creasing evil  must  be  as  readily  acknowledged.  Averse  to  labour,  with 
1)0  incentives  to  industry  ormollves  to  self-respect,  they  maintain  a  pre- 
carious existence  by  jietty  thefts  and  plunder,  themselves,  or  by  inciting 
our  domestics,  not  free,  to  rob  their  owners  to  supply  their  wants.  In 
comparison  wiih  their  number,  they  furnish  a  large  proportion  of  our 
malefactors.  Of  this  fact,  our  criminal  records  furnish  abundant  evidence. 
This  class  of  our  population  it  is  the  object  of  the  Colonisation  Society  to 
remove,  and  surely  itsaccomplisliment  is  highly  desirable. 

"Xo  plan  to  attain  to  this  oliject  has  yet  been  devised  more  simple 
and  eflTectual  than  the  remedy  proposed  by  the  American  Colonization 
Society  It  has  a  two-fold  advantage:  it  not  only  lessens  an  evil  in  this 
country ,  but  it  confers  a  positive  good  on  Africa.  We  hesitate  not  a  mo- 
ment in  asserting,  that  no  means  could  be  devised  by  the  wisdom  of  man, 
to  spn^ad  the  arts  and  civilization,  and  religion  of  the  Christian  world  as 
speedily  and  completely,  throughout  Africa,  as  by  a  colony  or  colonists 
planted  on  its  shores,  presenting  in  striking  colors  to  its  barbarous  inhabit- 
ants the  advantages  that  flow  from  knowledge  and  well  regulated  com- 
munities. 

"The  benefits  accruing  to  the  Colonists  by  their  removal  are  striking 
and  impressive.  Feeling  themselves  lords  of  their  own  soil,  and  freemen, 
they  act  with  the  dignity  and  self-respect  of  men  who  know  and  value 
their  importance  in  the  community.  New  faculties  are  developed,  and 
new  and  higher  objects  of  ambition  are  within  their  grasp.  Their  wishes 
are  no  longer  bounded  by  the  Colony,  but  their  ardour  induces  them  to 
explore  the  adjacent  coimtry.  Tliey  have  already  extended  their  trading 
vovages  some  distancb  up  their  rivers;  and  tlie  day  is  not  fur  distant  when 
by  tlieir  means  an  intercourse  will  be  opened  with  unknown  and  fertile 
regions  m  the  mterlor 

"  The  discoveries  in  the  interior  of  .\frica  have  hitherto  been  retarded 
by  the  obstacle  the  unhealihineas  of  a  tropical  climate  has  hitherto  pre- 
sented to  F.iiropean  adventurers.  This  obstacle  will  be  obviated  by  the 
formation  of  the  Society  at  Liberia.  The  youth  of  the  Colony  now  rising 
into  manhood  will  be  inured  to  the  climate,  and  the  prospect  of  commer- 
cial advantages  will  be  a  suihcient  spur  to  induce  them  to  engage  in  jour- 
neys of  discovery. 

"The  population  of  Africa  hxn  been  greatly  underrated.  Tho  rccen'. 
disrovcrk^  tf  Dcnhnm,  Clappeiloi^  I.:dng  and  i.an'ler,  have  disclose«l  trt' 
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"eo^aplicri  extensive  couiitiics,  containing  us  dense  a  population  as  the 
l)e»t  inhabited  parts  of  Europe.  Clapperton  in  liis  last  journe>  to  Saoca- 
•oo  from  tlie  tei  coast,  passed  throug-h  a  succession  of  towns,  a  few  mlcs 
•  part,  three  or  four  of  which  contained  upwards  of  50,000  inhabitants — 
and  several  of  them  over  20,000.  That  an  intercourse  may  be  advantage- 
auslv  opened  with  most  of  those  nations,  admits  of  no  dispute,  and  tluis  a 
list  future  field  for  the  consumption  of  American  products  and  manufac- 
tures be  laid  open. 

"From  these  recent  journeys  little  doubt  remains  on  our  minrls  that 
there  is  a  connection  between  the  river  Niger  and  Lake  Tciiad  in  lat.  12^ 
if  the  river  does  not  Indeed  empty  into  the  lake.  From  Lake  Tchad  the 
head  waters  of  the  Bahrel  Abiad.  tiie  chief  branch  of  the  Nile,  cannot  be 
vcrv  distant,  thus  rendering  the  intercourse  throughout  the  fertile  regions 
in  the  interior  comparatively  easy,  when  once  a  stop  is  put  to  the  trade 
in  slaTcs,  and  the  predatory  incursions  now  made  to  obtain  them. 

"It  may  be  safely  asserted  that  no  foreign  settlement  .'i- ;  Hourished 
more  or  acquired  greater  stability,  in  the  same  space  of  tim^  'i  u..  .'•,«•  Co- 
lonv  of  Liberia.

A\'e  have  just  received  the  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
recently  organized,  but  very  active  and  promising  Institution. 
Wt  now  pablisli  the  Resolutions  adopted  by  this  Society,  and 
shall  hereafter  insert  liberal  extracts  from  the  interesting  antt 
eloquent  speeches  by  which  they  were  sustained. 

The  New  York  State  Colonization  Society  held  its  first  Anniversary 
Meeting  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  city  of  Albany,  on  Friday  the  2d  of  April» 
1830. 

The  President  of  the  Society,  Cliief  Justice  Savage,  being  absent  from 
the  city,  the  chair  was  taken  at  7  o'clock,  P.  M-  by  the  Hon.  Nathaniel 
P.  Tallmadge,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  on  the  9t!i  and  11th  days  of  April, 
1829,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  Society,  were  then  read  by  the 
Secretary. 

B.  F.  Butler,  Esq.  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  stated,  that  in- 
stead of  making  a  formal  report,  the  Managers  liad  requested  him  to  com- 
municate to  the  meeting  a  brief  account  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
during  the  last  year.  After  stating  tliose  proceedings,  Mr.  B.  gave  a  suc- 
cinct account  of  the  operations  of  the  parent  Society,  during  the  samt- 
licriod.

The  followinp  resolution,  oflVird  Uy  .loliii  A.  1)1\,  Ksq.  of  Cooperstown, 
Otsego  counly,  ami  socomlcil  l>y  Alun/o  V.  Vaipo,  l'.s<\.  of  Schenectady, 
was  unanimously  adopted  : 

"Tif 'o/cef/,  Tliat  tlic  Board  of  Mana,n:crs  l)c  requesled  to  cause  sucli 
infonnation  to  he  disseminated  in  rdatiuii  to  tlie  plan  of  colonizing  the 
iVec  I)lacks  of  tl»e  United  Stalca  in  Africa,  and  to  adopt  such  measures  as 
tlicy  may  deem  best  calculated  to  promote  the  fonnation  of  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties in  the  ditrereiit  counlics  in  lliis  state." 

Mr.  Smith  offered  ihc  followmg-  resolutions,  which  were  seconded  by 
Mr.  Hammond,  and  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Society. 

•'Whereas  the  removal  from  the  United  States  of  our  rapidly  increasing 
free  l)Iack  population  is,  both  politically  and  morally,  a  measure  of  the 
most  urgent  necessity:  and  whereas  private  benevolence,  generously  and 
successfully  as  it  has  cntereil  upon  this  measure,  is  nevertheless  not  to  bQ 
relied  on  for  the  full  accomplisiuncut  of  it : 

liesolvfd,  therefore,  That  the  managers  of  this  Auxiliary  Society  pre- 
pare a  memorial  to  the  Legislature  of  this  state;  and  invite  the  immedi- 
ate publication  of  it  in  all  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  state. 

Resolved,  That  this  memorial  shall  not  be  presented  to  the  legislature, 
until  its  next  session;  to  the  end,  that  there  may  be  opportunity  for  pub^ 
lie  opinion  to  pronounce  on  its  merits;  and  that  the}  ,  who  shall  legislate 
on  it,  may  have  the  benefit  of  knowing  the  views  and  w'ishes  of  their  con- 
stituents in  relation  to  it. 

Resolved,  That  the  memorial  shall  pray  the  legislature  to  aid  in  the  re- 
moval of  that  portion  of  our  free  black  population  desirous  to  remove  to 
Africa,  by  enacting  a  law,  which  shall  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to- 
wards it  annually  for  ten  years:  and  the  memorial  shall  suggest  to  the 
members  of  the  Legislature,  as  another  safeguard  against  extending  their 
munificence  to  this  object  beyond  the  approbation  of  their  constituents, 
the  propriety  of  having  this  sum  exceed  in  no  one  year  the  amount  of  the 
contributions  within  that  year  of  the  citizens  of  this  state  to  the  same 
object. 

"Resolved,  That  the  managers  call  earnestly  on  the  citizens  of  this  state 
to  petition  the  legislature,  at  an  early  pei-iod  of  its  next  session,  in  behalf 
of  the  objects  of  the  above  memorial." 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Managers  of  the  New  York  State  Colonization  So- 
ciety, held  on  the  sixth  day  of  April,  1830,  it  was 

"Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Managers  and  of  the  Society  they  re- 
present, be  presented  to  those  Ministers  who  delivered  discourses  within 
this  state,  during  the  last  year,  in  aid  of  African  Colonization;  ami  that 
a  printed  ropy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Society  and  this  resolution,  be 
transmitted  to  each  of  them." 

The  anujunt  of  funds  received  by  the  Society,  during  tlie  last 
year,  was  g  489.22;  S300  of  which  have  be«n  paij  over  to  the 
})arent  Society. 
1» 
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A\'c  liavc  lieictoldie  incutioncd  tlie  generous  anil  very  cHi- 
cicnt  efforts  recently  made  by  the  ciliAcns  of  Philadelphia,  in 
behalf  of  our  Institution.  The  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
I'ennsvlvaiiia  Society,  during  the  last  year,  has  just  reached  us, 
and  affords  gratifying  evidence  of  the  zeal  and  energy  with 
vhich  the  members  of  that  association  have  prosecuted  the  great 
Mork  in  uhich  they  arc  engaged. 

"On  tlic  21st  of  October,  1829,  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Philadelphia, 
uas  lield  in  the  Hall  of  the  Franklin  Institute,  for  the  purpose  of  consider- 
ing the  propriety  of  taking  measures  in  aid  of  the  American  Colonization 
Society. 

"Ml-.  Key,  as  tlie  Agent  of  the  Society,  addressed  tlie  meeting,  and  sta- 
ted, tliat  the  American  Colonization  Society,  in  conseijuence  of  its  great 
exertions  lor  some  year.s  past,  in  maintaining  tlie  Colony  established  on 
the  Coast  of  Africa,  had  become  involved  in  pecuniary  embarrassments, 
which  prevented  any  further  active  operations,  and  rendered  it  impossible 
to  send  out  any  more  emigrants  to  Africa  for  some  time.  This,  it  was  fear- 
ed, would  have  an  injurious  elFect  upon  the  Colony,  both  in  depriving  ii 
of  the  usual  annual  additions,  and  in  leading  the  Colonists  to  suppose  that 
they  were  forgotten  or  neglected.  A  more  direct  inconvenience  was, 
that  the  Society  would  be  unable  to  provide  for  the  transportation  of  a 
large  number  of  slaves,  whose  liberty  was  promised  on  this  condition.  He 
said,  that  there  were  then  more  than  six  hundred  slaves  willing  to  go  to 
Africa,  and  offered  by  their  owners  to  the  Society  on  condition  of  their 
being  sent  to  the  Colony  He  then  showed  the  effect  of  the  operations 
of  the  Colonization  Society  in  promoting  the  cause  of  Abolition,  and  that 
this  was  the  only  mode  in  which  the  friends  of  Abolition  could  hope  fof 
much  success.  It  is  well  known  that  the  laws  of  most,  if  not  all  the  southern 
states,  discourage  the  manumission  of  slaves,  unless  they  are  removed  from 
the  state,  and  that  therefore  those  benevolent  persons  who  may  wish  to  libe- 
rate their  slaves,  cannot  do  so  unless  they  also  procure  their  removal.  Be- 
sides this,  tlie  condition  of  a  sLive  suddenly  emancipated,  and  thrown  upoQ 
his  own  resources,  is  very  far  from  being  improved;  .ind,  however  laudable 
the  feeling  whicli  leads  to  such  emancipation,  its  policy  and  propriety  are  at 
least  questionable,  liy  providing  a  refuge  for  these  unhappy  beings,  the  So- 
ciet}  removes  a  great  obstacle  to  their  manumission,  and  directly  promotes 
the  cause  of  Abolition.  And,  when  it  is  considered,  that  the  persons  who 
thus  offer  to  liberate  their  slaves,  deprive  themselves,  by  so  doing,  of  a 
large  portion  of  their  property,  they  deserve  every  assistance  in  cxecut- 
«nnf.  thcic  bcncYolcnt  hitentions.     That  this  is  the  cheapest  and  most  direct 
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mellioil  of  promoting-  Abolition,  was  evident,  since  tlic  cni.incipation  of 
thoiisaiuls  might  be  procured  for  tlie  more  expense  oflr.insportinf^thcin  to 
Africa;  whereas,  in  the  ordinar_\  mode,  it  r^^quires  a  large  bum  to  liberate 
a  single  individual,  whose  liberty  when  attained,  is,  fi'C([iieiUly,  any  things 
but  a  blessing. 

"Mr.  Key  concluded  an  clo(]uent  address,  by  soliciting  the  aid  of  the 
citizens  of  Philadelphia  for  the  African  Colonization  Society." 

Resdltitiuns  were  then  adopteil,  earnestly  inviting  the  citi/.cns 
of  Philailolphia  to  contril)iito  to  secure  luiids  to  "be  applied  ex- 
clusively to  the  outfit  and  transportation  ol  slaves  who  being 
■\villin2;  to  join  the  t'olony,  can  Ix;  liberated  onlv  with  a  view  to 
their  emigration. "" 

A  Committee  was  appointed  by  this  mcetini«;  consistitif;  of  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  AVhite,  Robert  Vaux,  B.  W.  Richards,  Thomas 
C.  James,  J.  K.  Mitcliell,  George  W.  Blight,  James  liayard  and 
Elliott  Cresson,  to  adopt  measures  for  raising  funds  to  aid  the 
object  proposed  in  the  preceding  Resolutions.  An  impressive 
address  was  publislied  by  this  Committee,  and  vigorous  exertions 
made  to  secure  contriijutions.  Tlie  following  extracts  from  the 
Report  will  show  the  results  of  these  cftorts. 

"The  Brig  Liberia,  a  newly  built  vessel  of  this  port,  was  engaged  to  go 
to  Norfolk  in  Virginia,  there  to  receive  on  board  such  liberated  slaves  as 
should  be  assembled  by  the  parent  Society,  and  sail  thence  on  the  15th  of 
January  fur  tlie  Coast  of  Africa. 

"Tlic  terms  agreed  upon,  were  lf25  for  each  passenger  over  twelve 
years  of  age — $12  50  for  those  between  twelve  and  two,  and  nothing  for 
infants  under  two.  Within  the  time  stipulated,  the  brig  proceeded  to 
Norfolk,  and  having  received  on  board  the  emigrants,  sailed  for  tlie  Colo- 
ny with  fifty-eight  passengers,  of  whom  forty-nine  were  liberated  slaves, 
for  whose  passage  the  Treasurer  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society  paid  the 
stipulated  prices,  on  receiving  from  the  Society  at  Washington,  a  list  of 
their  names  and  ages,  together  with  the  places  from  wliich  they  had  come. 
These,  it  is  hoped,  have  before  this  time,  safely  reached  their  adopted 
home  on  the  Coast  of  Africa.  AVithin  a  few  days  after  the  sailing  of  the 
Liberia,  there  arrived  at  Norfolk,  after  a  toilsome  journey  of  600  mile3 
over  land  on  fcot,  a  company  of  thirty  enfranchised  slaves,  who  had  been 
liberated  by  a  benevolent  gentleman  of  Ceorgia,  for  the  purpose  of  going 
to  the  Colony — and  had  been  expected  to  go  in  the  Liberia;  but  unfor- 
tunately were  delayed  till  after  llio  vessel  had  sailed — and  they  had  been 
obliged  to  remain  at  Norfolk,  waiting  another  opportunity." 

Subsequently  the   lliig  Montgomery  was  chartered  and  proceeded  to 
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Norfolk,  "where  she  took  on  board  seventy  emigrants/  ami  sailed  thence 
for  Liberia  on  the  29th  of  April.  The  average  price  of  each  passenger 
in  the  Montgomery  was  5-()  95,  which  also  included  a  freight  of  a  con- 
aiderabie  quantity  of  provisions,  and  other  articles,  sent  out  for  the  use 
of  the  colony. 

Since  the  sailing  of  tlie  Montgomery,  tiie  Liberia  has  returned,  after  a 
prosperous  voyage  of  forty-two  days  out,  having  remained  three  weeks  at 
Monrovia.  The  account  given  by  Captain  Sherman,  in  his  letter  to  the 
Presidcntof  the  society  which  is  annexed  to  this  report,  (sec  Appendix 
A.  and  U.)  is  highly  interesting  and  gratifving  to  every  friend  of  the  co- 
lony. The  testimony  of  (Japtain  Sherman,  who  is  a  respectable  and  in- 
telligent man,  and  had  ample  opportunity  for  observation,  is  calculated  to 
confirm  tlie  hopes,  and  give  new  vigour  to  the  efforts  of  those  engaged  in 
the  cause  of  colonization.  The  managers  take  this  opportunity  of  expres- 
sing their  gratitude  to  Captain  Slierman  for  his  kindness  and  attention  to 
the  emigrants,  and  the  ability  with  wiiich  he  conducted  the  exjjcdition 
committed  to  his  care. 

The  Report  mentions  as  a  truly  auspicious  event,  the  cstab- 
lisiunent  of  a  newspaper,  '-the  Liberia  Hkuai.d,"  in  the  Colon}', 
and  adds : 

"The  marine  list  contained  in  this  number,  besides  the  arrival  of  four 
foreign  vesssels  at  the  'port  of  Monrovia,'  mentions  the  sailing  of  three 
Colonial  schooners,  on  trading  voyages  along  Uic  Coast  of  Africa,  and  tho 
second  number,  since  received,  announces  the  arrival  and  departure  of 
seventeen  vessels.  One  of  the  Colonists,  who  has  resided  seven  years  in 
Liberia,  came  out  with  Captain  Slierman,  and  gives  a  most  flattering  ac- 
count of  the  situation  of  the  Colony.  The  object  of  his  visit  to  this  coun- 
try, is  to  see  his  friends,  and  take  with  him,  to  Africa,  his  mother,  and  his 
other  relatives,  who  reside  in  this  city.  He  intends  to  return  in  a  few 
weeks. 

Annexed  to  this  report,  (Appendix  C.  and  D  j)  are  two  letters  from 
Captain  Jno.  B.  Nicolson,  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  which  are  valuable  for  the 
information  they  contain,  and  as  giving  the  opinion  of  an  unprejudiced 
obsen-er,  of  the  state  of  the  Colony;  and  also   an  interesting  exposition 


•  Of  these,  nearly  two-thirds  being  healthy  and  industrious  adults,  (most- 
ly farmers  and  mechanics,)  will  prove  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the  strength 
of  the  Colony:  thirty  individuals  were  manumitted  by  Col.  Karly  of  Geor- 
gia, SIX  by  Franklin  Anderson,  of  Hagerstown,  Md.  six  by  Rev.  Mr-  Til- 
den,  of  Siephensburg,  Va.  and  the  remaining  twenty-eight,  by  various  be- 
nevolent persons  near  Lynchburgh,  Va.

"In  concluding'  this  report,  the  hoard  caniu>t  witliliold  fronj  their  fellow- 
citizens  the  expression  of  their  pratetul  sense  of  the  liberality  with  which 
they  have  seconded  our  humble  exertions:  the  whole  sum  contributed,* 
amounting  to  |3999   'i'J

"This  sum  they  propose  to  appropriate  towards  fitting  out  another  ex- 
pedition, to  sail  early  in  the  ensuing  autumn,  if  borne  out  by  that  munifi- 
cence for  which  our  city  has  been  so  long  distinguished:  they  would, 
therefore,  particularly  invite  their  attention  to  the  generous  otter  of  a 
gentleman  who  has  already  subscribed  several  hundred  dollars,  and  who 
proposes  to  be  'one  of  twenty-five  persons,  who  shall  contribute  $100 
each,  to  insure  the  fulfilment  of  this  benevolent  plan.' 

"In  addition  to  the  sums  collected  in  Philadelphia,  wc  have  received 
from  the  Chester  County  Colonization  Society,  the  sum  of  $113,  contri- 
buted by  the  inhabitants  of  Chester  county  in  aid  of  these  expeditions,  in 
pursuance  of  resolutions  adopted  :it  a  meeting  held  in  West  Chester  at  the 
request  of  the  Managers  of  this  Society. 

"Philadelphia  has  already  contributed  much  to  tliis  great  object,  by 
sending  two  vessels  with  Colonists  to  Liberia,  and  it  would  be  a  source 
of  noble  satisfaction,  if  our  city,  by  sending  a  third,  should  set  an  exam- 
ple for  other  parts  of  the  Union  to  imitate.  Were  arrangements  made 
for  sending,  annually  at  least,  one  vessel  freighted  w  ith  emigrants  to  the 
Coast  of  Africa,  the  Colony  would  soon  be  in  a  condition  to  reuiler  for- 
eign support  unnecessary,  and  a  flourishing  people  would  express  their 
gratitude  to  those  who  had  removed  them  from  a  state  of  degradation,  to 
the  enjoyment  of  all  the  blessings  of  civil  and  religious  liberty."

many  of  the  most  respectable  merchants  in  New  York  and  Philadelphia. ] 

Philadelphia,  June  4th,  1830. 

Dear  Sir — la  relation  to  circumstances  attending  my  lato 
voyage,  you  are  aware  that  the  Brig  Liberia,  under  my  com- 
mand, Avas  engaged  last  December  by  your  Society,  to  take  as 
many  emigrants  to  Africa,  as  c(mld  get  ready  to  embark  at  Nor- 
folk  by  the  10th  of  January  following. 

In  pursuance  of  this  object,  I  proceeded  to  that  port  with  the 
brig,  where  I  arrived  tlie  1st  of  January,  and  took  on  board  58 
persons,  men,  women  and  children.  With  this  number  I  sail- 
ed from  Norfolk  on  the  14th  of  January,  and  from  Hampton 
Roads  on  the  iGth,  and  proceeded  to  sea.  The  first  ten  days 
of  our  passage  was  unpleasant  to  the  emigrants,  in  consequence 
of  having  mHch  rain,  and  from  sea-sickness.  After  which,  the 
weatlier  became  pleasant,  and  they  were  healthy  and  cheerful 
the  remainder  of  the  passage. 

Among  the  passengers  was  the  Rev.  George  Erskinc,  a  Pres- 
byterian minister,  with  his  wife,  five  children  (the  youngest 
al)out  ten  years  old,)  and  his  mother,  who  was  born  in  Africa, 
about  eighty  years  of  age.  AH  this  family  were  born  slaves,  and 
their  freedom  was  bought  by  Mr.  Erskine,  that  of  his  mother 
excepted.  Erskine  himself  is  a  very  intelligent  man;  he  preach- 
ed for  us  every  Sabbath  during  the  passage,  sermons  that  would 
have  been  listened  to  with  pleasure  by  any  Ciiristian  audience. 
In  reply  to  my  question  respecting  his  views  in  emigrating,  he 
said:  "Captain  Sherman,  I  am  going  to  a  new  country  to  settle 
myself  and  family  as  agriculturalists;  to  a  country  where  wc 
shall  at  least  be  on  a  level  with  any  of  our  fellow-citizens:  where 
the  complexion  will  be  no  barrier  to  our  filling  the  most  exalted 
station.  I  shall  cultivate  the  land  assigned  me  by  the  Coloni- 
zation Society,  and  if  it  please  God  to  spare  my  life,  shall  be 
nlways  ready  to  do  good  as  opportunity  offers." 

F  had  on  board  anoflierintierestiTig  man  bv  the  name  of  Cool?. 
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He  was  about  sevcntv  vcars  of  ac;e,  ami  had  a  very  patiiarclial 
appearance*.  His  family  amountcil  to  thirty  in  number,  who  all 
evidenced  the  benefits  resulting  from  the  counsel,  ailmonitioii 
and  diroction  of  a  good  old  man,  whom  they  love<l  and  respect- 
ed.     Tlu'v  were  Metiiodists  from  Lynchburg,  \  a. 

In  tho  character  of  t!ie  (tthers  there  was  nothing  peculiar.—- 
They  all  appeareil  to  understaml  tlie  purpose  for  whicli  they 
were  emigrating,  and  I  have  no  doui)t  they  will  become  useful 
memliiMs  of  society  in  the  nourishing  settlement  where  they  are 
located.  They  were  all  submissive  to  the  rules  of  the  shipdur- 
ing  the  time  they  were  with  me.  I  believe  tliere  was  but  one 
man  among  tliem  who  was  addicted  to  profane  swearing,  and  he 
never  transgressed  in  my  hearing. 

After  a  passage  of  forty-two  days,  I  landed  the  emigrants  at 
Liberia,  all  in  good  health  and  spirits.  They  were  located  at 
Caldwell,  about  seven  miles  from  the  sea,  on  the  river  St. 
Paul's.  They  frequently  visited  Monrovia  while  1  was  in  that 
place,  and  expressed  much  satisfaction  with  their  situation  and 
prospects.  On  taking  leave  of  me  the  day  before  I  left  Monro- 
via, Krskine  said,  (evidently  with  much  sincerity,)  "I  can  nev- 
er be  thankful  enough  to  God  for  directing  my  views  to  this  coun- 
try." 

For  particulars  respecting  the  state  of  the  colony,  I  refer  you 
to  my  letter  to  Edward  Hallowell,  Esquire,  published  in  the  L^ni- 
led  States  Gazette  of  May  20th,  and  Poulson's  Advertiser  of 
the  21st. 

No  peison  possessing  the  feelings  which  in  my  opinion  give  a 
dignity  to  man,  can  view  the  interesting  settlement  of  Monrovia, 
without  rejoicing  that  a  civilized  and  Christian  community  is 
established  in  benighted  Africa,  with  prospects  of  dispensing 
blessings  to  millions  of  that  degraded  people.  That  you  may 
meet  with  those  aids  from  a  generous  public  which  your  exer- 
tions so  richly  merit,  in  the  furtherance  of  your  laudable  de- 
signs, is  the  sincere  wish  of  your

bill  of  fare  for  future  emigrants  more  consistent  with  their  usual 
die^  tlian  our  navy  rations.     Ship  biscuit  they- caTiUot  eat,  e?pe- 
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ciallv  the  women  and  cliildrcn,  and  sail  beef  they  use  little  of, 
and  arc  not  fond  of  it.  I  would  substitute  corn-meal  for  bis- 
cuit live  days  in  the  week,  and  fish,  say  mackarel,  for  beef, 
three  days  in  the  week,  molasses  and  vinegar  one  day  more  in 
the  week  than  is  given  in  the  navy — potatoes  plentifully,  and 
w liiskey  not  at  all.  This  would  not  be  mote  expensive,  and 
would  be  more  agreeable  to  them,  and  conducive  to  their  health. 
Do  not  forget  chloride  of  lime,  with  directions  how  to  use  itj 
I  experienced  the  good  eftects  of  it  in  purifying  the  ship's  hold-

Of  the  Committee  to  v-hom  ivctn  referred  the  Memorial  of  the. 
"American  Colonization  Society  in  the  Senate  of  Mass. 

The  following  interesting  Report  and  the  annexed  Resolutions  were 
adopted  by  the  Senate  of  Massachusetts  at  their  last  session.  They  were 
not  acted  on  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  but  will  doubtless  hereafter 
be  adopted. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Petition  of  the  Ameri- 
can Coloni'/.ation  Society,  requesting  the  co-operation  of  the 
Legislature,  ask  leave  to  Report, 

That  the  objects,  for  which  that  Association  was  established, 
are  of  vast  importance  to  the  country  and  to  that  unfortunate 
race,  which  has  such  powerful  claims  upon  our  humanity  and 
justice.  Actuated  by  the  purest  principles  of  religion,  the  most 
exalted  patriotism,  and  an  enlarged  philantluopy,  a  successful 
attempt  lias,  at  last,  been  made,  to  meliorate  the  condition,  of 
the  degraded  and  long  suGfering  Africanj  and,  in  some  degree, 
to  atone  for  the  great  wrongs,  w^hich  have  been  inflicted  upon 
them  even  in  this  land  of  Liberty.  Many  powerful  causes  have 
combined  to  produce  results,  so  cheering  to  these  humbled  ob- 
jects of  beneficence,  and  so  honorable  to  the  pious  and  illustri- 
ous citi/.ens,  who  have  volunteered  to  become  their  advocates 
and  patrons.  These  are  the  immutable  principles  of  justice, 
the  resistless  promptings  of  mercy,  and  the  public  weal. 

In  tnost  States  where  slavery  is  tolerated,  as  well  as  in  the 
others,  where  it  has  ceased  to  exist,  the  dangers  and  difficulties, 
emanating  from  tiie  great  and  increasing  numbers  of  free  per- 
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sons  (»(  colour,  hail  long  been  the  siiUji-cls  of  «lcc|)  indivuluul 
solicitude  and  inquiry,  anil  of  numerous  legislative  enactments. 
Various  means  were  ailo|»ted  lor  obviatiiij^  tliesc  accumulatin<«; 
i^vils,  but  without  any  perce|)til)le  benefit,  and  somt;  more  e(ri- 
tient  and  tiecisivc  measures,  whieli  should  certainly  diminish 
and  ultimately  remove  tiieui,  becan\c  indispensable.  Emigra- 
tion appeared  the  most  ob\iiuis  and  desirable,  but  an  eliu,iblc  lo- 
cation, the  manner  of  obtaining  it,  and  the  expense  (d  carrying 
into  full  ellect  such  an  extensive  scheme,  seeu»ed  to  roijuire,  the. 
application  of  the  power  and  resources  of  the  national  govern- 
ment;— to  that  an  appeal  was  unavailingly  made,  by  the  legis- 
lature of  Virginia,  and  what  the  States  and  Nation  had  failetl 
to  perform,  was  zealously  undertaken,  by  the  American  Colo- 
nization Society.  The  \y\ixu  was  deemed,  by  many,  cliimerical 
and  impracticable;  still  it  was  commenced,  and  has  been  prose- 
cuted, under  the  most  favourable  auspices. 

A  large  tract  of  country  was  obtained,  on  the  Western  Coast 
of  Africa,  as  a  place  of  refuge,  for  such  of  the  free  persons  of  co- 
lour, as  might  be  disposed,  to  avail  of  its  advantages.  Liberia 
soon  became  their  promised  land, — the  Canaan  of  their  hopes. 

It  is  only  twelve*  years  since  that  interesting  Country  was 
first  occupied,  and  its  population  now  exceeds  twelve  hundred. 
A  constitution,  a  code  of  laws,  sciiools,and  religious  institutions 
have  been  established, — civil  and  military  officers  appointed, — 
agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  external  commerce,  and  interior 
trade,  are  successfully  cultivated;  and  this  infant  nation,  now 
gives  glorious  promise,  of  its  future  extent,  prosperity,  and  ad- 
vancement in  political  and  moral  grandeur. 

Hitherto  the  resources  of  the  Colonization  Society  and  its 
numerous  auxiliaries,  with  the  cheering  countenance,  and  par- 
tial aid,  of  the  (jieneral  Government,  have  been  sufficient,  to 
■warrant  the  belief,  that  its  most  sanguine  anticipations  may  be 
vea'ized.  Tlie  experiment  has  been  triumphantly  made,  and  it 
only  requires  the  aj)plication  of  more  ample  means,  to  accom- 
plish all,  that  was  ever  contemplated,  by  the  mo^it  ardent  and 
philanthropic. 

It  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  tree  coloured  people,  in 
the  United  States,  at  the  last  census,  was  233,530,  and  that  the 

•  Only  eight  vpars  since  Uie  e',»;il)l.i*hment  was  m.'jdeal  Monrovia.— [Ko 
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annual  iiuicasc  mav  be  estimated,  at  about  6,000,  which  can  be 
«ent  tt»  l.iberia,  at  an  expense,  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars 
per  head.  An  annual  appropriation,  therefore,  of  120,000  dol- 
lars, would  be  sufficient,  to  defray  all  the  charges,  of  transpor- 
tinj;a  number,  equal  to  the  annual  increase. 

To  accomplish  ihis,  has  been  considered  of  the  tirst  impor- 
fance,  and  to  this  object,  the  whole  enerj^ies  of  the  Society  have 
been  hitherto  directed,  as  it  will  render  the  proportion,  between 
the  free  coloured  and  white  population,  comparatively  smaller, 
at  each  duplication  of  the  latter,  and  ultimately  remove,  many 
of  the  dangers,  which  now  exist,  and  prevent  those  deleterious 
consequence?,  which  are  to  be  apprehended,  from  a  rapid  in- 
crease of  numbers. 

But  why  should  we  not  endeavor  to  increase  the  fund  to 
^4().0()()  dollars,  which  would  insure  the  removal  of  the  whole 
of  this  population  in  about  twenty-eight  years.  Is  it  to  be  pre- 
sumed, that  such  a  fund,  cannot  be  raised  by  private  and  pub- 
lic munificence,  when  the  importance  of  the  object  is  duly  con- 
sidered. It  will  not  be  merely  the  removal  of  a  class  of  people 
from  among  us,  wiiich  have  an  injurious  influence  upon  the  mo- 
rals and  peace  of  society,  but  enabling  them  to  become  a  free, 
independent,  civilized,  and  Christian  nation,  in  the  land  of 
their  forefathers.  Elevated  in  character,  and  in  tiie  full  enjoy- 
ment of  the  rights  of  man,  they  will  not  only  assume  a  station  in 
the  great  human  family,  which  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  at- 
tain in  this  country;  but  their  example  and  influence  will  gra- 
dually extend  over  those  numerous  tribes,  which,  through  all 
time  have  remained  in  a  state  of  barbarism  and  degradation,  and 
cruelly  subjected  to  slavery  by  surrounding  and  distant  nations. 

Our  veneration  for  liberty,  the  dictates  of  humanity,  patriot- 
Ism,  our  duty  as  Christians,  and  tiie  laws  of  eternal  justice  re- 
quire, that  a  generous  effort  should  be  made  to  accomplish  ob- 
jects of  such  momentous  import; — and  believing  that  all  consti- 
tutional means  should  be  employed  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States  for  their  complete  attainment,  the  following  re 
Solutions  are  respectfully  submitted.  By  order  of  the  Committee.

Addresses  were  delivered  in  favour  of  vour  Sociotj,  and  coii, 
tributions  taken  up  in  seventeen  places,  by  the  members  of  the 
Andover  Theological  Seminary. 

A  far  deeper  interest  is  felt  in  the  cause  in  tliis  region,  than 
ever  before.  We  hope  to  have  a  State  Society  of  the  most  vig- 
orous character,  within  a  few  months.  Massachusetts  must  not 
be  the  last  of  the  24  States.  Tlic  Connecticut  Report  and  Ap- 
pendix have  done  great  good.  Would  it  not  be  well  to  publish, 
as  far  as  possible,  a  distinct  account  of  all  monies  contributed 
on  the  Fourth  of  July,  or  near  to  it,  as  it  may  supjily  some  ar- 
guments for  the  next  year?

After  a  serious  anil  jiainful  deliberation  of  many  months,  J 
determined,  a  fev.-  days  since,  to  abandon  the  practice  of  mv 
profession,  and  olfer  my  services  to  the  American  Colonization 
Society,  as  a  travelling  Agent,  for  one  year.  It  is  my  prcsenl 
jjurpose,  if  I  should  be  successful  in  the  cause,  to  devote  my  lite 
ro  it  in  any  way  that  may  be  deemed  most  expedient.  It  is  (he 
property  of  youth  to  be  sanguine,  and  there  is  something  in  this 
noble  cause  which  rer|uires,  and,  when  properly  understood,  be- 
gets cnlhorsiusm.     But  T  ftlnk  I  am  wavi\i"ntcd  in  ?nvin^^  thrt? 
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a  lew  pcr.iOJiS,  thoi ((Uglily  nmlprstaiMliiif^  the  cliavactcr,  designs, 
arul  jMospccts  of  the  colonization  cause,  inaj,  by  a  well-tlirccl- 
wl  ami  persevci  inj;  /.eal,  effect  woiirleis  for  it.  There  is  cer- 
tainly jiatiiolisiii  and  Christian  IjeiU'voleiicc  and  moral  and  phys- 
ical i)ou'cr  enough  in  our  country,  it  it  can  he  arrayed  in  a  solid 
phalanx,  and  brought  t(»  bear  on  the  object,  to  eflcct  all  that  its 
Iricnds  ci»ukl  desire. 

From  a  Clergyman  in  Md.  ilaled  July  5. 
It  gives  nie  pleasure  to  add  sixty  dollars  to  tlie  funds  of  the 
good  cause.  Thirty  dollars  are  from  the  Greencastle  (Pa.)  Aux- 
iliary, and  thirty  from  the  Presbyterian  congregation  in  this 
place.  The  actual  sunj  given  by  the  assembled  congregation, 
Mas  S2r  17;  the  other  was  aitcrwards  added  by  myself.  Mj 
people  are  small  in  number,  and  the  contribution  of  yesterday, 
in  addition  to  the  two  hundred  dollar  subscription  of  last  year, 
convinces  me  that  they  are  of  a  resolute  mind  on  the  coloniza- 
tion subject.  This  collection  is  wholly  distinct  from  the  amount 
we  engaged  to  pay  every  year  for  ten  years. 

From  a  Gentleman  in  IJclaivare,  dated  June  14. 
I  feel  an  interest  in  this  business,  and  will  never  rest  until  1 
sec  a  State  Society  formed   in  Delaware,  and   an  Auxiliary  in 
every  county. 

From  a  Clergyman  (one  of  the  earliest  and  ablest  frionh  of  tht 
Society,)  in  Connecticut,  dated  July  G. 

The  routributions  in  this  State,  on  tlie  last  Sabbath,  1  am  con- 
fident, will  prove  far  more  numerous,  antl  far  more  considerable 
in  amount,  tlian  the}'  ever  have  been  before.  The  reasons  of 
lliis  improvement  are  various:  such  as  First,  the  gradual  in- 
struction and  conviction  of  tlic  public  mind.  A  new,  and  espe- 
cially a  great  idea,  however  simple,  must  have  time  to  work 
its  way  into  the  understanding,  and  apply  itself  to  the  practice  of 
any  considerable  comniunitv,  however  thinking  and  intelligent. 
Secondly,  connected  witli  the  preceding,  both  as  cause  and  ef- 
fect, the  increasing  elforts  of  our  State  Society.  The  last  Re- 
port has  been  moie  extensively  and  generally  circulated  than 
any  other.     The  annual  meeting  was  unusually  well   attend- 
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ed  bv  members  of  the  Logislatuio  and  otliers;  ami  the  friends 
of  tlie  cause,  seeing  their  strength,  have  been  moved  to  more 
decision.  Thirdly^  the  discourse  delivered  by  Mr.  Gallaudet, 
before  a  great  body  of  our  Clergy  assembled  in  tiie  General 
Association  three  weeks  ago.  Tiiis  brought  the  subject  in  just 
the  right  light,  and  at  just  the  right  time,  before  more  than  a 
hundred  pastors  of  Churches;  and  many,  who  felt  themselves 
unprepared  to  preach  at  this  Anniversary  of  Independence, 
will  look  into  the  subject,  and  be  prepared  before  the  return  ot" 
another. 

I  preached  to  mv  people  last  Sabbatli  on  the  subject,  and 
took  a  collection  of  SBO.  Mr.  M.  took  a  collection  without 
preaching,  S35  G8.  Mr.  B.  began  to  prepare  a  sermon,  but 
found,  as  he  proceeded,  that  the  subject  was  so  much  greater 
than  he  liad  apprehended,  and  had  so  many  relations  with  which 
he  had  never  actjuainted  himself,  that  he  must  relinquish  the 
design  till  he  should  have  more  leisure:  he  took  a  contribution 
amounting  to  S2l  56.  Dr.  F.  preached,  and  if  he  produced 
no  effect  on  any  body  else,  he  at  least  produced  a  great  effect 
on  himself.  He  had  no  idea  that  the  subject  was  so  grand,  till  he 
undertook  to  handle  it:  there  was,  of  course,  no  contribution. 
Mr  S.  preached  in  both  the  Episcopal  Churches,  but  took  no 
contribution  till  last  evening  at  the  monthly  concert,  when  S31 
M'as  received. 

Frnui  Higlit  liec.  Bishop  Meade,  of  Prederick  CO.  I'a. 
I  enclose  you  an  order  for  tliree  hundred  and  twenty  odd 
dollars,  collected  almost  entirely  at  my  Chapel  on  the  Fourth 
of  July,  which  was  yesterday,  from  tlie  subscribers  on  Mr.

The  remainder  was  from  the  members  of  the  two  asso- 
ciations in  my  parish,  and  from  other  friends,  not  regular  §ub- 
scribers.  Collections  were  to  be  taken  up  yesterday  in  the 
Churches  of  Winchester.

I  hasten  lo  give  you  a  brief  statement  of  our  "Hartford  Female  African 
Society,"  which  held  on  Monday,  July  5th,  its  first  anniversary  meeting. — 
Beside  the  transaction  of  necessary  business,  extracts  were  read  from  the 
"African  Repository"  for  June,  calculated  to  impart  information  or  awak- 
en sympathy,  and  none  excited  deeper  attention  than  the  interesting  state- 
ment of  Mr.  Devany,  the  High  Sheriff  of  Liberia.  It  was  voted  that  the 
avails  of  this  year's  subscription  of  the  Society  should  be  devoted  to  the 
payment  of  the  passage  of  liberated  females  to  the  Colony  in  Africa.  As 
the  business  of  the  Treasurer  and  Collectors  is  not  perfectly  completed, 
I  cannot  at  this  time  mention  the  amount  of  our  annual  contribution,  but 
liaving  seen  a  wisli  expressed  in  the  "Repository"  that  tlie  names  of  the 
officers  of  Institutions  connected  with  the  "American  Colonization  Socie 
tv,"  should  be  sent,  I  add  a  list  of  ours. —

May  the  Almighty,  by  whom  every  just  and  holy  desire  is  promp- 
ted, increase  our  benevolence,  and  sustain  the  Soutli  in  her  majestic  ef- 
forts, till  Africa,  so  long  the  land  of  weeping  and  despair,  siiall  become 
"the  iiubitation  of  righteousness,  and  a  praise  in  tlie  wliole  earth." 

I  have  been  requested  to  send  for  your  Repository,  a  short  "Address," 
iead  to  the  Ladies  at  their  meeting,  which  perhaps  you  will  think  rather 
desultory,  and  less  adapted  to  your  meridian  than  ours.  I  fear  that  I  have 
wearied  you,  and  intruded  upon  important  duties,  by  the  length  of  this 
letter.  The  trutli  is,  that  I  wisli  to  say  much  more,  and  scarcely  know 
how  to  cease  now,  so  deeply  are  the  sorrows  and  hopes  of  Africa,  "set  a" 
a  seal  upon  my  heart." 

Address  to  tlit  -'■Hartford  Female  African  Society.''' 

Assembled  on  this  the  First  Anniversary  of  our  Institution,  many  cliec. 
ing  views  of  the  object  which  we  have  adopted,  are  presented  to  our  con- 
templation. The  advances  made  by  the  American  Colonization  Society 
in  public  esteem  and  confidence,  the  increasing  number  of  liberated  Afri- 
cans, and  the  unexampled  prosperity  of  the  Colony  established  on  tlieir 
native  shores,  are  bright  traces  in  the  hi.->tory  of  bcnevolencsi.  Almost 
nrpcli'd'-d,  bv  r\'\  hithfr'o  limi?'*d  nat".!"'"  of  our  efforts,   from  congrafi/- 
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lating  ourselves  as  co-workers  in  these  majestic  designs,  still  w  c  cannot 
but  consider  tliem  as  peculiarly  adapted  to  awaken  the  sympathies  of  our 
»ex.  Leaving  the  broader  illustrations  of  this  magnificent  charity,  and 
those  motives  of  political  justice  and  wisdom,  which  have  been  so  fully 
urged  by  the  ablest  pens,  we  would  simply  stale  a  few  of  the  claims  which 
seem  to  press  upon  us,  as  females,  and  as  Christians. 

Since  the  domestic  sphere  is  our  allotted  province,  it  is  natural  that  wc 
should  be  deeply  susceptible  to  whatever  disturbs  its  tranquillity,  or  de- 
stroys its  honour.  Has  any  form  of  evil  been  tolerated  among  mankind, 
which  so  eflectually  invaded  its  bounds,  sundered  its  ties,  wrecked  itt. 
cherished  joys,  and  obliterated  its  dearest  hopes,  as  the  Slave  Trade' — 
Parents  flying  from  their  desolated  abodes,  children  torn  from  arms  un- 
able to  protect  them,  villages  devoted  to  the  flames,  peaceful  tribes  sud- 
denly involved  in  strife  and  bloodshed,  furnish  combinations  of  misery, 
which,  in  this  country  of  freedom  and  liappiness,  it  is  diflicult  to  bring 
home  to  our  hearts,  "Wiio,"  says  tlie  philunlhropic  Clarkson,  "who  is 
tliat  'vretched  woman,  whom  we  discover  under  yonder  lofty  tree,  wring- 
ing her  hands,  as  if  in  the  agonies  of  despair?  Three  days  lus  she  been 
there  to  look  and  to  watch.  This  is  the  fourth  morning,  and  no  tiding; 
of  her  children  yet.  Beneath  those  spreading  boughs  they  were  accus- 
tomed to  play.  But  alas!  the  savage  man-s:ealer  interrupted  their  inno- 
cent mirth,  and  has  taken  them  for  ever  from  her  sight." 

But  who  can  adequately  describe  the  horrors  of  the  slave-ship''  The 
suffering  of  confinement,  impure  atmosphere,  hunger  and  cruelty,  tlic 
yearning  of  the  tender  heart  after  its  native  land  and  parted  friends,  the 
madness  of  despair  preying  on  prouder  spirits,  the  frequent  corpse  plung- 
ed b:neath  the  dull  unaccusing  wave,  attest  how  bitter  is  the  tyranny 
which  man  may  exercise  over  his  fellow-man.  Yet  to  these  victims, 
hc^nc,  kindred,  and  "palm-tree  shade,"  are  so  dear,  that  even  the  slave- 
dealers,  who  are  wont  to  excuse  a  part  of  tlieir  brutality,  by  tlie  false 
plea  that  Africans  are  deficient  both  in  sensibility  and  unde^rstanding,  take 
their  departure,  when  their  cargo  is  completed,  under  covert  of  the  night, 
in  order  to  avoid  the  bursts  of  agony,  which  the  sight  of  the  receding 
shores  calls  forth  from  those  hopeless  bosoms. 

Slavery,  thus  fearful  in  its  commencement,  retains  many  of  its  revolting 
features,  after  it  becomes  an  established  system.  Tlie  effects  of  ignorance, 
a  studied  seclusion  from  all  that  can  waken  intellect,  or  inspire  hope, 
produce  an  incapacity  of  correctly  discharging  toward  their  oflspring, 
either  the  duties  of  physical  care,  moral  example,  or  religious  educatio^l, 
thus  depriving  the  maternal  heart  of  its  dearest  privilege  and  highest  so 
lact.  Yet  we  wou'd  not  be  understood  to  say,  that  the  intercourse  be- 
tween master  and  slave  is  always  chargeable  with  inhumanity.  On  the 
contrary,  there  .ire  many  cases  in  our  own  country,  where  forbearance  inter- 
poses itli  mitigating  offices,  where  attention  to  comfort,  v,  illIn^^nes-3  to 
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impart  instruction,  aiul  to  soften  adversity,  creato  an  intcrcliange  of  geu 
erous  and  grutctiil  sentiment,  and  lay  llicfoundution  of  warm  und  lasting' 
Hltachment.  Honourable  instances  mi^jht  be  adduced  of  di»ii\terejted  be- 
nevolence on  the  part  of  the  owners  of  slaves,  and  of  tlicir  sacrificing  pro- 
perty to  a  large  amount,  in  their  cnfranciiiscment  and  rebtoration  to  the 
land  of  their  ancestors.  Still  there  are  evils  enough  coiuiccfed  with  slavery 
in  its  milder  forms,  to  authorize  us  in  dei)recating  its  intUiciioe,  and  in 
making  every  efVort  which  our  station  will  permit  to  oj>cn  the  "prison-^ 
house,  and  let  the  oppressed  go  Iree."  "If  we  do  not,  (writes  an  excel- 
lent man,  who  long  laboured  for  the  abolition  of  the  slarc-trade  in  Eng- 
land,) if  we  do  not,  how  inconsistent  is  our  conduct!  We  come  into  the 
temple  of  God,  and  pray  to  him  that  he  will  have  mercy  upon  us.  But 
how  shall  he  have  mercy  upon  us,  who  have  had  no  mercy  upon  others. 
Again,  we  pray  to  him,  that  he  will  tlellver  us  from  evil.  Hut  liow  shall 
he  deliver  us  from  evil,  who  see  daily  the  rights  of  the  injured  African  in- 
vaded, and  miseries  hcai)ing  Upon  his  head." 

There  is  yet  another  point  of  view  in  which  this  subject  presses  upon  ouv 
attention.     Wherever  moral  or  intellectual  degradation  exists,  it  seems  to 
be  the  fate  of  our  sex  to  sink  the  deepest  in  wretchedness,  and  lowest  in 
tlie  scale  of  community.      Physical  force  and  energy  of  character  give  to 
Man,  even  in  a  savage  state,  a  prominence  when  any  exigence  arises  which 
demands  the  use  of  those  qualities.     But  Woman,  without  principles  of 
virtue,  is  prone  to  be  distinguished  either  by  infirmity  or  sin;  and  Man, 
divested  of  religious  restraint,  loses  for  her  that  respect  and  regard  which 
are  necessary  to  render  her  lot  tolerable.  The  privileges  which,  as  equab 
and  companions,  are  accorded  to  our  sex,  we  owe  to  the  religion  of  Christ. 
It  has  bowed  the  mountains,  and  raised  the  vallies  from  the  dust.      Africa 
yet  remains  the  victim  of  an  absurd  and  degrading  superstition.     Where 
the  dread  of  slavery  has  not  penetrated,  the  worship  of  idol  gods  holds  the 
soul  in  bondage.     We  would  desire  to  shed  upon  our  African  sisters,  that 
holy  light  which  cheers  the  journey  of  life  and  the  slumber  of  the  grave. 
We  would  lead  them  to  his  throne,  who  hath  "made  of  one  blood  all  whcr 
dwell  upon  the  face  of  the  whole  earth."      As  a  spot  whence  the  know- 
ledge of  salvation  may  be  disseminated  over  benighted  Africa,  we  turn  to- 
ward the  Colony  of  Liberia,  with  the  most  animated  hope.     Of  its  preser- 
vation in  danger,  its  rapid  increase,  its  accumulating  resources,  you  have 
already  heard  through  so  many  channels,   that  it  is  unnecessary  here  to 
absorb  your  time  in  their  recapitulation.      While  we  look  with  gratitude 
bo  him  who  has  established  tliis  "city  of  refuj^e,"  to  which  tlu;  oppres»«d 
may  fly, — while  we  joyfully  anticipate   the  bleSiingj,  both  temporal  and 
spiritual,  which  may  in  future  emanate  from  it, — we  still  feel  tliat  Africa, 
ky  her  present  wretchedness,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  pleads  with  an  ix- 
rcsistible  voice  to  female  sympathy.     Therefore  do  tlie  daughters,  the  »i«- 
ttre,  and  the  wivgs  of  this  prot<.f*eJ  and  hi»ppv  comtnanitv  unite  in  tt» 
20 
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i;har'ily  wliich  tlils  day  impels  to  new  eflorts,  while  the  mother  teacher 
the  little  being  whom  bhe  lulls  upon  her  bosom,  to  breathe,  ere  he  sinks  in 
fiis  ciadlc-blumbei-s,  a  prayer  for  lonp-benighted,  much-enduring  Africa, 
shall  we  conclude  these  t'cw  remarks  by  borrowing-  the  words  of  an  elo- 
ijucnt  statesman-'  "When  we  shall,  as  soon  we  must,  be  translated  from 
this  into  another  form  of  cxiiftcnce,  is  the  hope  presumptuous,  that  we 
:jhall  then  behold  the  common  Father  of  whites  and  blacks,  the  great 
ruler  of  the  universe,  cast  his  all-seeing  eye  upon  civilized  and  regener- 
ated Africa, — its  cultivated  fields, — its  far-famed  Niger,  and  other  great 
rivers  lined  with  flourishing  villages, — its  coast  studded  with  numerous  ci- 
ties, and  adorned  witli  towering  temples  dedicated  to  the  pure  religion  of 
his  redeeming  Son, — and  that  from  this  g'lorious  spectacle  he  will  deign  to 
look  with  a])probation  upon  us,  the  humble  instruments  who  have  con- 
tributed to  produce  it""

We  hope 
that  such  Congregations  as  may  have  omitted  to  make  contributions  on  thr. 
Tourth,  will  recoiled  that  it  is  not  too  late  to  take  jiart  in  this  charity.  We 
mentioned  in  our  lust,  that  several  Ecclesiastical  Rodies,  as  well  as  State 
Societies,  had  earnestly  recommended  to  the  Churches  the  claims  of  our 
Society.  We  now  publish  Uesohitions  adopted  by  the  General  Association 
of  Massachusetts,  the  General  Conference  of  Miiine,  and  the  Marylan<i 
Annual  Conference  ofthe  Associated  Methodist  Churches. 

GtstiiAL  AssociATiox  OF  MASSACHUSETTS. — The  interests  of  the  Colo- 
niaatiun  Society  were  introduced  by  the  Rev  Mr.  Ilawley,  and  supporte(i 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hewitt.  "Whereupon  Resolved,  'i'hat  this  Association^ 
teehng  a  deep  interest  in  the  objects  of  the  Colonization  Society,  recom 
mend  that  ministers  address  their  congregations  on  the  subject,  and  solicit 
a  collection  in  favour  ofthe  Society,  on  or  near  the  4th  of  July;  and  that 
U>fs  resolstion  be  pubVnhf'd  in  the  religious  papers.

Agent  of  the  American  Colonization  Society,  and  report  at  tlic  next  mcel-

tiENKUvi.  CoNFEnBNLK  oi'  M A 1 V K . — Dr.  (iillet  introduced  llie  following 
resolution — Jitsulird,  by  this  Conference,  that  warmly  approving  the  great 
objects  of  the  American  Colonization  Society,  and  rejoicing  in  its  pro- 
gress and  success,  they  would  earnestly  recommend  it  to  the  prayers  and 
patronage  of  the  Congregational  churches  in  this  State,  and  invite  tho: 
clergy  in  connection  with  them,  especially  to  remember  it  on  the  ap- 
proaching anniversary  of  our  National  Independence.  Contributions  in  aid 
wf  this  cause  are  peculiarly  appropriate  to  tiiat  day,  which  reminds  us  that 
we  are  freemen;  and  our  obligatioi\s  of  gratituile  to  Almighty  God,  with  a 
deep  sense  of  our  great  guilt  as  a  nation,  in  having  inflicted  innumerable 
wrongs  upon  Africa,  loudly  call  upon  us  as  men,  as  patriots,  and  as  Chris 
lians,  to  unfeigned  repentance  before  God,  and  to  unremitted  efforts  by  u. 
calm,  prudent,  and  conciliatory  course  of  measures,  to  redress  these 
wTongs  to  the  full  extent  of  our  power.  This  resolution  being  seconded 
by  Rev.  B.  Tappan,  was  adopted. 

Martland   CoxFEnENLE  OF  TUE   AssociATEn   Methodist  Chuiuhes. 

Whereas  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  American  Colonization  Society 
are  such  as  merit  the  approbation  of  Christians  of  all  denomination- 
Uiroughout  the  United  States,  therefore

terests.

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The  Address  of  Mr.  Kknnady,  must  be  acknowledg-ed  by  all  to  havf 
been  caiulid,  forcible  :ind  eloquent,  and  well  calciihte.i  in  every  respect  io 
remove  the  prejudices  wiiich  exist  against  the  plans  of  this  Society  The 
Remarks  also  of  Elliot  Chesson,  one  of  the  Society  oiT'i-icnds,  who  wan 
formerly  suspicious  and  afraid  of  this  Society,  but  whoic  jcars  have  been 
changed  to  confidence,  and  his  suspicions  to  admiration:  a)id  who  is  now 
one  of  the  most  liberal,  active  and  devoted  friends  of  the  Institution,  were 
heard  with  uncommon  pleasure,  and  we  lu>pe  will  lead  others  of  the  So- 
ciety to  which  he  belongs  to  come  out  mere  openly  as  the  advocates  ot 
this  benevolent  scheme  and  the  Patrons  of  an  enterprise  which  promises 
nioro  to  Africans  and  to  Africa  than  any  yet  attempted.

At  a  Meeting  of  tlie  Board  of  Managers  of  the  American  Colonization

reaved Relatives,  the  Board  of  Managers  express  the  deepest  sorrow  for 
the  death  of  William  II.

That  this  Board  consider  the  death  of  Mr.  Fitzhugh  as  a  bereavement 
•whereby  the  country  Las  lost  a  statesman,  society  an  accomplished  gen- 
deman,  and  philanthropy  a  bright  and  able  advocate- 
That  the  Board  view  the  death  of  Mr.  Fitzhugh  as  a  great  loss  to  the 
American  Colonization  Society,  in  the  cause  of  which  he  has  displayed 
pre-eminent  zeal,  talent  and  efficiency. 

That  the  members  of  this  Board  will  wear  crape  on  the  left  arm,  for  one 
month,  as  a  testimony  of  their  grief  at  this  event — and  that  a  copy  of  these 
Resolutions  be  transmitted  to  the  Widow  and  Sister  of  the  deceased — and 
to  the  Auxiliary  Society  of  Alexandria,  of  which  Mr.  Fitzhugh  was  a  valu- 
able member.
